A REVIEWING 1953 A 


It is often instructive, and helpful, to review the past 
year’s events, accomplishments, growth, even the mistakes 
and disappointments. 


It was with this in mind that we sat down and went 
over, month by month, the happenings in the Asbestos 
Industry, as recorded in ‘‘asBesTos’’ during 1953. 


In the early part of the year National Gypsum Com- 
pany acquired Asbestone Corporation, including plants, 
working capital, and goodwill. Later on they also acquired 
the Smith Asbestos Products, Ine. of Millington, N. J., 
this plant to be operated as a company unit, not a sub- 
sidiary. The year 1953 marked the Diamond Jubilee of 
the Cape Asbestos Company, Ltd. Herbert Abraham, 
President of The Ruberoid Co. celebrated his 50th Anni- 
versary with the Company. 

There were a number of changes in personnel; lesser 
executives were given more responsible positions, new 
executives were appointed and, unfortunately some 
prominent executives were lost by death, among whom 
we should mention the following: E. T. Connell, founder 
and head of the Connell Asbestos Mfg.

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Asbestos Production in So. Africa 


This is the second part of the article by W. E. Sinclair, 
M.I.M.M. (Consulting Mining Engineer). The first part appeared 
in our November 1953 issue. 


Chrysotile. ‘‘White’’ asbestos, as chrysotile is fre- 
quently called in mining circles in South Africa to dis- 
tinguish it from amosite and blue, occurs mainly in the 
Transvaal, although there are deposits in the Tugela Val- 
ley in Natal. 

The principal serpentine ore bodies are found in the 
Barberton-Carolina district and along the Kaapsche Hoop 
‘ange with more recent developments at Malelane on the 
Kaapmuiden road. 

In Swaziland, just over the Transvaal border, about 
12 miles south from Barberton, Turner & Newall Ltd. 
are working the large New Amianthus Mine, better known 
as the Havelock property. This large producer, however, 
is not included in the Union of South Africa. 

The African Chrysotile Asbestos is operating on the 
same serpentine body as the Havelock, and southwest 
towards Carolina several other mines including Stolzberg, 
Sterkspruit and Kalkkloof are producing chrysotile as- 
bestos. 

The old Munnik Myburgh mine at Kaapsche Hoop 
has been reopened and the Audax Asbestos Holdings have 
taken over the old Amianthus Mines, which was original- 
ly worked by Turner & Newall. Many of the old properties 
have been re-opened in various parts of the chrysotile field. 

A new development is the Barberton Chrysotile As- 
bestos Company operating northeast of Barberton at 
Malelane. 

Besides the great activity on the serpentine deposits, 
several mines are producing from the dolomite occurrences, 
some of which have disclosed good values where these for- 
mations have been serpentinized as a result of ultra basic 
intrusions. 

Intensive mining activity in all these fields has resulted 
in a record output totalling 24,970 tons of fire during 
the year. Five years ago the average annual output of this 
class of fibre was never more than 2,000 tons.

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Small quantities of anthophyllite and tremolite asbes- 
tos were produced for local consumption, but the output 
is not important. 

There has been a tremendous growth of asbestos pro- 
duction during the past ten years. 

The sales value of all asbestos varieties sold during this 
period rose from a total of £755,046 in 1942 to £7,610,132 
in 1952 or over ten times the value in ten years. 

Total tonnage increase during this ten year period 
was accounted for mainly by the stupendous step-up in 
amosite production during the past five years. 

The marked increase in blue and chrysotile produc- 
tion in the past three years is the culmination of the in- 
tensive development and construction work during this 
period, both in the new and older mines. 

The selling price of all classes of asbestos has, at 
times, reached umusually high levels, but these have been 
erratic and in general there has, in fact, been a steadily 
mounting sales value. The most marked inereases in the 
past five years have been in prices of chrysotile and blue 
asbestos. The price of amosite has experienced a more 
stable increase which nevertheless has almost doubled in 
the period. 

Local consumption has steadily increased following 
the opening up of local factories. These were mostly 
started by some of the bigger producers themselves, but 
in recent years other manufacturers have also established 
factories. 

This additional manufacturing activity is reflected 
in the increased consumption of asbestos which has been 
more than trebled in the past three years, as will be seep 
in the following table:

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The asbestos is used in either in the mamufacture of 
purely asbestos products or as a constituent of other in- 
dustrial commodities. The main uses indicate broadly its 
principal and useful functions. A wide range of asbestos 
cement products constitutes the principal branch of the 
industry at present. Besides the variety of these products 
used in building construction, both gravity and pressure 
pipes and their accessories are being made. 

The mamufacture of asbestos products, such as rope 
and packing and sheet joints and such material is grow- 
ing apace. Asbestos mattresses and many insulation com- 
modities are among the all-asbestos commodities. 

Battery boxes and moulded utility articles and a 
wide variety of insulation and textile products are among 
many other manufactured items which are now being 
made in greater profusion. 

Towards the end of the year under review a noticeable 
change took place in the industry which resulted in a sud- 
den falling demand for fibre and more definite weaken- 
ing in prices. 

Many of the smaller producers who were previously 
dependent on a local agent or buyer to market their asbes- 
tos have perforce been obliged to stop production, until 
they are able to find a certain outlet for their products. 

The bigger producing companies, who supply their 
own factories or who have reciprocal arrangements with 
other manufacturers, continue to sell their output on con- 
tract and are therefore unaffected by this serious lull in 
business. 

That the position assumes a serious state is reflected 
in the January 1953 asbestos production, which it will be 
seen from the following comparative table, indicates a 
drop in output of almost 40% in all varieties of asbestos 
as compared with the average monthly output last year.

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constant demand for good quality fibre. The local indica- 
tions confirm this aspect and especially the importance 
of the amphibole varieties which together constitute a 
tonnage eight times that of chrysotile. 

It can only be assumed that the marked deterioration 
in activity can only be attributed to the manufacturers 
more exacting demands for better quality fibre. The out- 
look, in so far as the South African producer is concerned, 
therefore, stresses the need for the mines to equip them- 
selves with an adequate processing plant not only to im- 
prove the quality but to develop standardized grading of 
the various classes of asbestos. 


An interesting and informative article entitled, ‘‘ How

Bird & Son, Inc., will build a $2,250,000 roofing plant 
and granule plant at Charleston, South Carolina. The an- 
nouncement was made by the company’s president, Axel 
H. Anderson. Forty-eight acres of land have been pur- 
chased at Stark Industrial Park on the Ashley River. Con- 
struction will start in the fall and the plant is expected 
to be in operation by next summer. 

It will employ 150 people and will serve the South- 
east, particularly the Carolinas, Virginia, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Florida and part of West Virginia. 

A modern roofing machine will be built 500 feet long, 
the longest machine in the country. It will have all the 
latest refinements for fast and efficient production of a 
full line of quality asphalt shingles and roll roofings. The 
plant will also produce plastic cements and roof coatings. 
The building to house the equipment will have a floor 
area of more than 100,000 square feet. It will be 900 feet 
long and vary in width from 60 to 160 feet. Included in 
the plans is a warehouse with 42,000 square feet of stor- 
age area. 

Adjacent to the roofing plant, a granule plant of 
6,000 square feet is being built. This will crush and color 
the surfacing material for Bird shingles and roll roof- 
ings. A boiler plant is also being constructed. Space has 
been provided for future plant expansion when required. 

Because of the intricate nature of the machinery and 
the company’s desire to incorporate all the special me- 
chanical features found in present Bird Roofing machines, 
as well as many new features, the engineering work is 
being done by Bird & Son engineers. Under the direction 
of Vice President E. L. Chamberlain, William R. Wright, 
Jr., engineer and Superintendent of the Norwood, Mas- 
sachusetts, roofing plant is in general charge of the plan- 
ning and layout.

Construction as measured by the Dodge Reports in 
the 37 states, east of the Rockies, will decline only three 
per cent in 1954 as compared with 1953, in the official 
opinion of F .W. Dodge Corporation as stated in Archi- 
tectural Record and other Dodge publications. 


The 1954 estimates were compiled by Thomas S. 
Holden, vice Chairman, and Clyde Shute, manager of 
Dodge’s statistical and research division. The Dodge Re- 
ports cover known and specific construction projects. They 
are used as a basis for estimating the actual 48-state total 
of construction. 


If the Holden-Shute advance estimates prove to be 
closely accurate, as they are proving to be in the case of 
1953, they mean that construction will have another big 
year in 1954. 

The Dodge estimates are considerably brighter than 
the construction estimates of 138 top-flight economists 
whose opinions were recently polled by Dodge. Their view 
was that the 1954 government estimates of total construc- 
tion would be down about eight per cent below 1953. The 
Dodge factual figures naturally bear a close relationship 
to the government estimates, and are an indication of what 
the government totals will prove to be later on. 


For general business activity, the writers say, they 
agree with the economists that 1954 is ‘‘very likely’’ to 
be the second-best year in the history of the American 
economy. 


The Dodge estimate is that dwelling unit starts in 
1954 will decline 10 per cent in both the Dodge and the 
government figures, and that the final government total 
in this category will drop slightly below the million mark 
to be about 990,000. All comparisons are based on nine 
months of actual figures for 1953 plus an estimate for 
the last three months. 


Public works and utilities are expected to show a 
seven per cent gain in the Dodge totals. Nonresidential 
totals are expected to decline only two per cent.

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While looking for a decline of three per cent in the 
total of Dodge Reports in 1954, Mr. Holden and Mr. Shute 
look also for a decline of about five per cent in the floor 
space of new buildings. 


The Dodge Reports cumulative total of construction 
contract awards was up 5 per cent at the ten month mark 
in the 37 states east of the Rockies, compared with ten 
months 1952, it was stated today by F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion, construction news and marketing specialists. The 
ten month figure, which was boosted by an October surge 
in building awards, is $14,749,649,000. 

October awards were 9 per cent more than September 
and 44 per cent above October last year. This lead is well 
ahead of the dollar volume of awards said by Dodge to 
be needed for each of the last three months to give 1953 
a tie with record-breaking 1952. 

October heavy engineering awards of $499,676,000 
were up 11 per cent over September and 110 per cent 
over October 1952; residential awards of $634,582,000 
were 25 per cent above September and 5 per cent above 
October 1952; nonresidential awards totaling $758,130,000 
were 3 per cent below September but 61 per cent above 
October 1952. 

Individual ten-month totals: nonresidential awards, 
$5,803,671,000, up 5 per cent; residential, $5,561,475,000, 
down 3 per cent; heavy engineering, $3,384,503,000, up 
19 per cent.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 

General business seems to be going through the ecur- 
rent phase of readjustment in a very orderly fashion. 
Thus far such negative factors as the drop of steel out- 
put below 90 percent of capacity seem to be offset by 
positive factors like the impressive rise in retail sales 
which was delayed by unseasonable weather but which 
now indicates a really Merry Christmas season for de- 
partment stores and other retailers. Many industries are 
eutting down on overtime work and some layoffs are 
being made in plants of marginal producers as competi- 
tion in a contracting market begins to force prices down. 
While it is difficult to foree any major price cuts in view 
of the more or less fixed cost of labor there is plenty of 
evidence that major producers will not hesitate to make 
price concessions to sustain satisfactory volume. 
ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL 

The uniformly high level of asbestos production and 
shipments was maintained through the month of Novem- 
ber. 

All grades, with the exception of spinning and cer- 
tain types of shorts, are in relatively free supply. 

No marked letdown is anticipated in December due 
to the replenishing of inventories, somewhat curtailed by 
large export shipments prior to navigation close. 
ASBESTOS — MANUFACTURED GOODS 

Asbestos Textiles. General textile business is slow as 
immediate requirements only are being purchased with 
an indication that, no materials are being bought by the 
larger consumers for inventory purposes. Tape business 
continues at a very low ebb and cloth business is falling 
off in demand rapidly. 

Asbestos Brake Lining. Jobbers are tapering off in 
buying due to taking of inventories and inventory tax. 
Business is expected to wind up approximately 10% 
ahead of 1952 on replacement and this has been a good 
year for equipment sales but a drop of 10 to 15% is ex- 
pected for next year.
